Irish Poet, George Russell, TeHs Kernel Interviewer of His Con- 



Taking as his subject, "Building 
up Rural Civiliiaticm," Oeorge "A 
E. ' Russell, Irish poet and agricul- 
tural economist, addressed an as- 
.semtoly of students, faculty and 
town.speople at 3 o'clock Monday af- 
ternoon in Memorial hall. Mr. Rus- 
.sell l.s i)rimurily a poet, but is in- 
terested ill agriculture, having been 
iciitor of the 'Irisli Homestead," 
and the "Irish State." He is an 
active mmim of tho Woh Mfleal- 
tural Organlsotlon aoeiety. 

Opening his address by referring 
to his visit here .several years ago, 
Mr. Russell explained that at that 
time lie was traveling in the capa- 
city of a poet, and that poets were 
not supposed to know much about 
agriculture.

Student Loan Fund Expendi- 
hy IS47.M 

The expen.so.s of the University 
of Kentucky for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1. ut:in. and ending 
January 21. 1931 were $1,335,687.92. 
according to the report of the busi- 
ness agent, which wa.s released to 
The Kernel yeeterday. The excess 
of expenditiu^ over receipts for the 
fiscal year amounted to |0,OM,S6. 

In the itemized account of the 
income and expenditures it was 
found that Patterson hall was one 
of the few listed in which there was 
an excess of income over expendi- 
tures. The experiment station re- 
ceived a considerable income from 
the sale of various commodities. a.s 
well as the payment received from 
services to the public. In the stu- 
dent loan fund the expenditures ex- 
ceeded the re<%lpto $347.09. 

Instruction from July 1 to Janua- 
ry 21 cost the wtmmr $*Mjm2i. 
and with tho MMMMOf tha coot of 
adminlstratlva oaipoBooo. flsalBton* 
■nMi and boMMMMMo^ tho ontha 

The executive committee of the 
Board of Trustees, which received 

the report of the business agent, 
also approved .several minor 
changes in the regulations govern- 
ing the university, and heard the 
reports of various committees. 

Preliminary plans for the use of 
the recently acquired warehouse 
were submitted by the head of the 
department of buildings and 
grounds. These plans, which pro- 
vided office space for that depart- 
ment, and the department of Physi- 
c al educ ation were examined and 
approved subjoct to furthor modl- 
fl fla ttwi. when full Intonnatton as 
to tha eost of oonotnietlon was 
avattoMo. 

Dean Thomas p. Cooper, of the 
College of Agriculture, reported 
that approximately 100.000 feet of 
timber at the Robinson's Sub-sta- 
tion is being cut and put on the 
market In an effort to relieve the 
unemployment situation in the 
mountain .section. 

Bids tor library equipment were 
considered and the contract let. 
The question of dedicating the li- 
brary was left with the president of 
the university with full power to 
act. 

The Book Store committee re- 
ported on the contract signed by 
tha now manager, and listed the 
changes in policy which he has 
Inaugurated. One change wos the 
esUbllshment of a used book busi- 
ness for the convenience of the 
student body. It was also stated 
that the cost of telegrams will no 
longer be added to the cost of the
